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SUBJECT: SWAPO ADMINISTRATIVE ARRANGEMENTS

1 PASSED ON TO SWAPO VICE PRESIDENT NUYONGO DEPARTMENT S RESPONSE 
TO HIS INQUIRY ABOUT SECURITY IN NEW YORK JULY 30 (REFTEL). HE 
APPEARED SATISFIED, BUT MEMBER OF SWAPO DELEGATION AND NUJOMA'S 
AIDE, KAPUKA NAUYALA, APPEARED AT MY HOUSE LATER IN THE DAY TO 
EXPRESS SERIOUS CONCERN ABOUT SECURITY AND TO ASK SPECIFIC 
QUESTIONS ABOUT ARRANGEMENTS BEING MADE. HE WANTED TO KNOW: 1) 
WHAT TYPE OF SECURITY WOULD BE LAID ON (UNIFORMED POLIGE OR PLAIN 
CLOTHE); 2) SECURITY BETWEEN AIRPORT AND RESIDENCE; 3) SECURITY 

IN AND AROUND PLACE OF RESIDENCE; AND 4) SECURITY FOR MOVEMENTS 
WITHIN NEW YORK. I ASSURED NAUYALA THAT I WAS CONFIDENT THAT 
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THESE CONCERNS WERE BEING ADDRESSED IN WASHINGTON AND NEW YORK. 
HE SAID THAT THIS MIGHT BE THE CASE BUT NUJOMA WOULD LIKE TO 
HAVE ANSWERS TO THE ABOVE FOUR QUESTIONS BEFORE HE GOT TO NEW 
YORK. HE, AS HAD MUYONGO EARLIER, EXPRESSED FEAR THAT NUJOMA AND 
MEMBERS OF HIS DELEGATION MIGHT BE THE SUBJECT OF ATTACK BY 
AGENTS OF SOUTH AFRICA. 
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DELEGATION WOULD ALSO LIKE TO BE INFORMED OF THE HOTEL WHERE THEY 
WILL BE STAYING. THEY DO NOT WANT TO STAY AT THE TUDOR (TOO NEAR 
TO SOUTH AFRICAN INSTALLATIONS). THEY WOULD ALSO LIKE TO KNOW WHO 
WILL MEET THEM ON ARRIVAL. 

I PROMISED NAUYALA I WOULD TRY TO GET A RESPONSE TO HIS QUESTIONS 
ABOUT SECURITY, LODGING AND RECEPTION BEFORE DELEGATION'S 
DEPARTURE FOR LUANDA SUNDAY EVENING. FAILING THIS WE AGREED 
RESPONSE COULD BE PASSED THROUGH FRENCH EMBASSY IN LUANDA (IF IT 
WERE READY BEFORE 1800 LOCAL. MONDAY AUGUST 1) OR THROUGH THE 
AMERICAN EMBASSY IN LAGOS THEREAFTER. NAUYALA WOULD BE POINT OF 
CONTACT IN BOTH LUANDA AND LAGOS. 

PLEASE NOTE SWAPO DELEGATION HAS OPEN TICKETS; THEY MAY TAKE 
PANAM OUT OF LAGOS, OR, IF THIS DOES NOT WORK OUT, PROCEED TO NEW 
YORK THROUGH EUROPE. 

COMMENT: NUIOMA OBVIOUSLY IS THE ONE WHO IS CONCERNED, PROBABLY 
EXCESSIVELY, ABOUT SECURITY. ANY ASSURANCES WE CAN OFFER HIM 
PRIOR TO HIS ARRIVAL IN NEW YORK THAT HIS SPECIFIC WORRIES ARE 
BEING DEALT WITH COULD HELP TO GET THE DISCUSSIONS OFF TO A GOOD 
START.
